LOUISIANA SENATOR 
ASSAILS WOODIN 


Tried to Give Nation New 
_ Financial Deal, but Got 

Morgan Ally Instead.

»Y WASHINGTON, May 26.—Senator 
Huey Long of Louisiana attacked 
William H. Woodin as Secretary of 
the Treasury in a Senate speech 
today dealing with Woodin’s name 
being on the list of J. P. Morgan's 
privileged purchasers of certain 
stocks at bargain prices. 

President Roosevelt, he said, does 
not “condone any such rulership” 
as has been shown in the Senate 


investigation. 

Long prefaced his speech by 
reading from a newspaper article 
quoting James Roosevelt, son of 
the President, as having “defended 
the unquestioned honesty and in- 
tegrity of the House of Morgan” 
in an address. 

Referring to the President’s in- 
augural address and his assertion 
“the money changers” should be 
driven from power, Long went on: 

“President Roosevelt is not re- 
sponsible for the policy by which, 
apparently, the money changers 
have been put into the pulpit. He 
has not reached over in the back 
seat and put Wall Street in the 
choir.” 

He referred often to Secretary 
Woodin by name, saying Woodin 
was appointed to the Cabinet “be- 
cause the President honestly 
thought he had to have somebody 
who understood finances. 

Sought New Policy. 

“The President earnestly thought 
that Woodin was for a policy con- 
trary to that of the last adminis- 
tration. The President did not feel 
that he was placing the treasury in 
the hand of anybody who felt he 
was under obligations to the House 
ef Morgan. 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
what kind of laws you write on the 
books to regulate financiers so long 
as you make them the masters. If 
you are going to put the adminis- 
tration of those laws into the hands 
of those you are going to regulate, 
ket might just as well not have the 

w.” 

Observing that last fall the Ameri- 
cans found on the left a “house of 
brigands” and got into a house on 
the other side of the road, Long 
went on, “They found there the 
same kind—Mr. Raskob and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who said 
(to Mr, Morgan): “I’m glad for 
what you did for me, old boy; and 
what do you want me to do with 
this stranger I’ve got in here?” 


Demands were made on the Sen- 
ate and House floors yesterday for 
Woodin’s resignation on the grodnd 
his relationship with the Morgan 
bank disqualifies him as head of 
the Treasury. 

The attack on Woodin in the 
Senate was lead by Senator Arthur 
M. Robinson (Rep.), Indiana, who 
declared: 

“Mr. Woodin's usefulness as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury ended when 
it was revealed Mr. Morgan has 
‘our close friend’ in the Treasury 
Department.” 

In the House, Representative 
Fred A. Britten (Rep.), Illinois, in 
debate on. the public works-indus- 
a —— bill, shouted: 

“I say that notwithstanding 
integrity, honesty of purpose bs 
your Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
Woodin, he should resign. Assist- 
ant Secretary Acheson should re- 
sign. Norman H. Davis, another 
Morgan butterfly, should resign and 
come home.” 

Robinson said Davis should be 
brought back as “Morgan has a 
mortgage on him.” 

Two Democratic Senators — 
Wheeler of Montana and Long of 
Louisiana — joined in critical ob- 
servation regarding the influence 
of the Morgan bank with the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Referring to the fact that J. P. 
Morgan paid no American income 
taxes in 1931 and 1932, but paid 
British taxes for those years, 
Wheeler said: 

“If the investigation by the bank- 
ing and currency committee has 
done nothing else, it has shown the

Another purpose, as defined by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, “is 
to make clear that future obliga- 
tions ,public and private, shall not 
contain the gold clause.” 

It was noted that the resolution 
as introduced would be retroactive, 
and this brought predictions of 
great opposition from Senator Mc- 
Nary, the Republican leader. 

Woodin’s statement said that the 
phrasing of the inflation law re- 
cently enacted has raised doubt 
“whether obligations expressed to 
be payable in a particular kind of 
money, such as gold coin, may be 
satisfied by. payment in other 
forms of legal] tender.” 

In the Senate, many leaders said 
they understood one of the pur- 
poses was to further weaken the 
dollar and to that extent increase 
commodity levels and provide in- 
flation. 

Chairman Ashurst of the Judi- 
ciary Committee said he was in 
favor of the bill. 

Opposition to the legislation was 
predicted by Senator McNary of 
Oregon, Republican leader of the 
Senate, because of its retroactive 
features. 

“The charge will be made that it 
constitutes repudiation of Govern- 
ment obligations,” he said. “I don’t 
believe there will be objection to 
applying it to future issues.” 

At the State Department it was 
said one effect of the proposed ieg- 
islation probably would be to drive 
the dollar down -on international 
exchanges and perhaps enable the 
United States to stabilize it at a 
lower level than otherwise would 
be possible. 

France for weeks has been trying 
to induce the United States to sta- 
bilize the dollar at a high point, 
preferably about the value which it 
held as to compared to the franc 
before President Roosevelt left the 
dollar to shift to find its own level 
by placing ar® émbargo on gold.

Later the President consulted with 
his economic delegation and then 
with Secretaty Woodin, who an- 
nounced he soon would explain the 
action. 

It was regarded in Washington as 
another move to give the President 
an absolutely free hand in his econ- 
omic negotiations with the other 
world Powers. — 

Of course, already the United 
States is off the gold standard but 
by repeal of the gold act Mr. Roose- 
velt will be free to negotiate any 
standard he sees fit. 

In the joint communiques issued 
after his conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the foreign nations, 
the President joined with the for- 
eign spokesmen in urging an early 
return to the gold standard. 

Secretary Woodin did say that 
the purpose of the move was not 
simply to permit a lowering of the 
gold content of the dollar. Con- 
greas recently gave the President 
power to do that. 

Secretary Woodin Gives His View 
of Purposes of Meastre. 

The formal statement of Secre- 
tary Woodin follows: 

“A joint resolution was introduced 
today in both Houses of Congress 
designed to clarify the effect of 
recent legislation upon the status 
of the ‘gold clause’ in public and 
private obligations.

WASHINGTON, May 26. — The 
Giass banking bill was passed by 
the Senate without a record vote 
yesterday. 

It carries provisions for both 
emergency and permanent insur- 
ance of bank deposits and calls for 
the severance of banking and the 
investment business. 

The measure will go to a con- 
ference committee which will rec- 
oncile differences between the Sen- 
ate bill and the one passed by the 
House Tuesday. The two bills are 
similar except for slightly different 
deposit insurance provisions. 

While the legislation has not been 
made part of the Roosevelt, pro- 
gram, its backers hope the Presi- 
dent will sign it. 

Senator Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
who led the filibuster against the 
Glass measure last session, sald he 
favored the new bill because it con- 
jained “protection for the little 
tank which the last bill didn't 
have.” 

Insurance Feature Effective July 1 

An amendment providing for the 
insurance of deposits in all banks 
for one year, beginning July 1, after 
which time the Glass permanent in- 
surance fund would begin to oper- 
ate, was put into the bill at the re- 
quest of Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan.

The corporation would be capl- 
talized by subscription of $150,000, 
000 from the Treasury, half the re- 
serves of Federal Reserve banks, 
and one-half of 1 per cent of the 
deposits in member banks. 

Management would be vested in 
five directors, one of whom would 
he the Comptroller of the Curren- 
cy, one a member of the Reserve 
Board and three selected by the 
Governors of the 12 Reserve banks. 

Examination of Private Banks. 

Dividends would be paid in stock 
held by the Government and mem- 
ber banks, but not that held by Re- 
serve hanks.

Purchase Authorized Ear- 
lier in’ Week Made, 
Weekly Statement by the 
Board Shows. 


By the Associated Presa, ‘ 
WASHINGTON, May 26.—In- 
augurating the first move in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s expansion plan, 
the Federal Reserve System this 


week purchased $25,000,000 of Gov- 
ernment securities, bringing to $1,- 
862,000,000 the total of such. paper 
the banks hold in their portfolios. 
This was $19,000,000 less than the 
banks held on March 8. 

The Federal Reserve Board's 
weekly statement of the condition 
of Federal Reserve banks showed 
the purchase authorized earlier in 
the week had been made. It was 
said at the board’s office, however, 
that no further announcement of 
the system’s purchases under the 
permission given in the farm relief 
law would be made except in the 
weekly condition statement. 

The newly enacted law authorizes 
the system to purchase the securi- 
ties up to $3,000,000,000 and hold 
them for a specified period to aid 
in expansion by producing easier 
credit and freeing money to be used 
for loans to business and industry.” 

Gold Still Being Returned. 

The statement showed gold still 
was returning to the Treasury as 
desired by President Roosevelt in 
his executive order forbidding its 
circulation in this country. An ad- 
ditional $21,726,000 came into the 
Federal Reserve ‘anks during the 
week, making the total gold re- 
serves amount to $3,499,234,000. 

Since March 8 a total of $815,- 

695,000 has returned to the Trea- 
sury from circulation. On May 24 
the total monetary gold of the 
country was set at $4314,000,000, an 
increase of $1,000,000 in two weeks 
and of $71,000,000 since the start of 
the bank holiday. 
’ The Federal Reserve notes in cir- 
culation declined, with the total at 
the end of the week amounting to 
$3,221,429,000, a drop of $993,577,000 
since March 8 and of $78,566,000 in 
the week. 

As circulation went down gold held 
exclusively against Federal Reserve 
notes went up, amounting to $2,- 
879,052,000, an increase of $92,289,- 
000 in the week and of $809,097,000 
since March 8. The decrease in 
notes and increase in gold back of 
them made the amount of gold 
equal to 89 per cent of the notes in 
actual circulation. 

New Notes Increase. 

Use of the new Federal Reserve 
Bank notes increased $10,003,000 in 
the week to a total of $84,221,000. | 
The Richmond and San Francisco 
Federal Reserve Districts continued 
to be the only districts in which the 
new notes were not in circulation. 
The amount in each of the other 10 
districts was Boston, $13,232,000; New 
York, $40,153,000; Philadelphia, $5,- 
534,000; Cleveland, $3,015,000; At- 
lanta, $1,374,000; Chicago, $19,045,- 
000; St. Louis, $39,000; Minneapolis, 
$577,000; Kansas City, $726,000 and 
Dallas, $516,000. 

The ratio of gold and other cash 
to deposit and note liability in- 
creased to 67.8 per cent during the 
week, as compared with 67.1 per 
cent the previous week and 45.6 
per cent on March 8.

Consolidation Bill Wipes Out 


Stabilization Authority of 
Old Farm Board, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Author- 
ity to undertake price-pegging or 
stabilization efforts carried on by 
the Federal Farm Board would be 
wiped out under an —S — 
measure uced yesterday to 
perfect consolidation of Federal 
farm credit agencies under the 
Farm Credit Administration. 
Chairman Jones (Dem.) Texas of 
the House Agriculture Committee 
introduced the measure which 
would make possible full applica- 
tion of President Roosevelt’s execu- 
tive order of two months ago, which 
becomes effective tomorrow, consoli- 
dation scattered agencies and ab- 
sorbing the Farm Board. 

It would repeal provisions of the 
agricultural marketing act. under 
which the board was set up in June, 
1929, and which authorized its ef- 
forts to stabilize prices of wheat 
and cotton. 
These efforts led to a loss esti- 
mated by Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
at about $350,000,000. Morgenthau, 
Farm Board chairman since March 
6, will become governor of the new 
credit administration tomorrow. He 
aims to put farm credit on a co-op- 
erative basis as far as possible. 
$120,000,000 Revolving Fund. 

The bill includes provision for a 

revolving fund of $120,000,000 to 
provide capital for regional produc- 
tion credit corporations and local 
production credit associations for 
farmers. — 
The production corporations would 
be set up in each of the 12 Federal 
Land Bank cities. Money is to be 
lent through these to local associa- 
tions of farmers needing credit to 
finance crop production, cattle feed- 
ing and other such activities. Each 
regional “corporation is to have ini- 
tial capital of $7,500,000. Land bank 
directors would supervise them. 

The bill also authorizes establish- 
ment of 12 regional banks for co- 
operatives, one in each Federal 
Land Bank city. In general it is 
proposed that these take over the 
handling of loans to co-operatives 
of the Farm Board. Loans to na- 
tional co-operatives will be handled 
through the central bank here. 

In the case of both production 
and co-operative credit, the inten- 
tion is to require that the borrower 
subscribe to stock in amounts in 
proportion to the size of the loan. 
The cost of the stock, less a pro 
rata share of losses, if any, is to 
be repaid when the loan is paid. 

Sections to Be Repealed. 

The bill also proposes repeal of 
some portions of the agricultural 
marketing act under which the 
Farm Board was created, including 
provisions relating to: advisory 
commodity committees; empower- 
ing the board to make miscellane- 
ous investigations, assistance in 
forming, and making loans to 
clearing house associations; loans 
to extend membership of co-opera- 
tives; supplemental 
loans, and price insurance. It 
would limit facility loans made by 
the board to 60 per cent of value. 

The bill includes amendments to 
the Federal farm loan act aimed 
to: remove limitation against tak- 
ing of chattel mortgages by Fed- 
eral Land Banks; remove double 
liability on stock of borrowers in 
national farm loan associations, of 
which there are more than 4000, 
on engagements entered into after 
date of enactment; permit Federal 
Land Banks to charge a margin 
of not exceéding 1 per cent in un- 
usual cases; broaden eligibility of 
borrowers from Federal Land 
Banks to include a person who is 
now or is shortly to become en- 
gaged in farming or to any per- 
Sony the principal part of whose 
income is derived from farming. 
Prof. Clyde L. King of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has been 
offered the job of directing the 
milk and dairy administrative pro- 
gram under the farm adjustment 
act, — 

King has been milk arbiter for 
the Chicago area since the strike 
of 1929.

RATION ARMS PLAN 


Objects to Continuing 5-5-3 
| Allotment Under Washington 
and London Treaties. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 26.—Ambassador 
Naotake Sato, Japan’s Representa- 
tive, told the disarmament confer- 
ence today that Japanese adhesion 
to the disarmament convention now 
under negotiation will be possible 
only if the conference accept the 
Japanese amendment that there 
must be no reference to the Wash- 
ington and London naval treaties. 

Japan is dissatisfied with the 5- 
5-3 naval ratio set forth in these 
treaties and desires a better allot- 
ment when the time comes to re- 


jnew them. 


The Japanese amendment deletes 
the clause in the British disarma- 
ment plan which says that naval 
armaments as arranged at Wash- 
ington and London remain subject 
to the limitations resulting from 
those treaties. The British plan 
now is being discussed by the con- 
ference. 

The Japanese amendment asserts 
that Japan cannot share the view 
that it As desirable to establish a 
new agreement on the basis of ex- 
isting treaties “which are unstable 
in character and which will goon 
expire.” Hence, the Japanese con- 
tend, there is no reason for re 
ferring to them. 

Sato insisted the Japanese amend- 
ment did not affect the structure 
or existence of the Washington and 
London treaties. He repudiated a 
suggestion by Norman H. Davis, 
United States Ambassador-at-Large, 
that deletion of the reference would 
have unfortunate effect on public 
opinion. The Japanese representa- 
tive complained that the British 
plan merely provided for a truce in 
naval armaments and did not pro- 
vide for reduction.. 


If the conference had accepted |. 


the Japahese proposals of last De- 
cember, Sato said, it would have 
meant a reduction in the total ton- 
nage of 880,000 tons from the ton- 
nage now possessed by the United 
States, Britain and Japan, and a re- 
duction of 1,130,000 tons as compared 
with the tonnage authorized at 
Washington and London. As the 
conference has not accepted the 
Japanese proposals, Japan sees no 
reason for confirming the Wash- 
ington and London accords, he de- 
clared,

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BERLIN, May 26.—The National 
‘Socialists today rejected the Rev. 
Friedrich von SBodelachwingh, 
noted welfare worker, who had 


‘been nominated as the first Evan- 
gelical bishop of the Reich. They 
insisted on the Rev. Ludwig Muel- 
ler, chosen by the German Chris- 
tians (National Socialist) group. 

The nomination of Dr. Von Bo- 
delschwingh by Hermann Kapler, 
president of the German Protestant 
Church Unions, and his associates 
drew a hot rejoinder from the 
German Christians,. headed by Dr. 
Joachim Hossenfelder. 

A press communique declared: 

“The bishop question is not. yet 
decided despite yesterday’s prema- 
ture news reports. The Reich’s 
bishop must enjoy the support of 
the entire Protestant church folk. 

“The man in whom the leader and 
Chancellor Hitler reposes trust also 
enjoys the confidence of church 
people. 

“The German Christians demand 
that Mueller be made the Reich’s 
bishop because they love their 
church .. . because - Mueller 
is the shepherd who knows how to 
talk to simple German folk, and 
because he knows that’ God-given 
faith removes mountains.” 

‘The communique further said 
Chancellor Hitler had destroyed 
Marxism, thereby clearing the 
path for church resurgence. 

The leader of the German Chris- 
tians had delivered to Kapler 
what was described as an ulti- 
matum, insisting that the first 
Bishop of the Reich must be a 
member of the German Christians 
group. 

Kapler replied that German 
Protestantism must take its stand 
independently of any political 
creed upon the principles of the 
Christian faith. Rejecting the Ger- 
man Christian nomination of Muel- 
ler, he named Dr. Bodelschwingh 
to the bishopric.

I have also received in 
condition the royal gifts which 
companied those letters, namely, a 
sword, of costly materials and ex- 
quisite workmanship; a photograph- 
ic likeness of your Majesty and 
your Majesty's beloved daughter; 
and also two elephants’ tusks of 
length and magnitude, such as indi- 
cate that they could have belonged 
only to an animal which was a na- 
tive of Siam. 

“Your Majesty's letters show an 
understanding that our laws forbid 
the Presideat from receiving these 
rich presents as personal treasures. 
They are therefore accepted in ac- 
cordance with your Majesty’s desire 
as tokens of your good will and 
friendship for the American people.

“Elephants are regarded,” he 
says, “as the most remarkable of 
the large quadrupeds by the Amer- 


icans, so that, if anyone has an ele-|. 


phant’s tusk of large size, and will 
deposit it in any public place, peo- 
ple come by thousands, crowding 
to see it, saying, ‘it is a wonderful 
thing.’ Also, though formerly there 
were no camels on the continent, 
the Americans hive sought for and 
purchased them; some from Arabia 
and some from Europe, and now 
camels propagate their race, and 
are serviceabie and of benefit to 
the country, and are already numer- 
ous in America. 

“Having heard this, it has oc- 
curred to us that if, on the conti- 
nent of America, there should be 
several pairs of young male and 
female elephants turned loose in 
forests where there was abundance 
of water and grass... and all were 
forbidden to molest them, to at- 
tempt to raise them would be well.

Avacado Salad. 


Peel avocados, cut in halves and 
remove pits. Allow one-half for 


each serving. Lay hollow side down 
on lettuce leaves. Put strips of pi- 
mento over fruit and garnish with 
slices of ripe olives. Pour a small 
amount of French dressing made 
with lemon juice instead of vinegar 
over salad just béfore serving. 
. Dried Beef Casserole. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One-half Ib. dried beef. 


One tablespoon cheese. 

One and. three-quarter cups 
crumbed soda crackers. 

Two and one-half‘cups stewed to- 
matoes. 

Heat butter in frying pan, quick- 
ly brown beef, and stir in cheese. 
Remove from fire and put in but- 
teted baking dish in alternate lay- 
ers. with ohe cup crumbled crack- 
ers. Roll remaining crackers fine 
and stir into tomatoes; season and 
add one teaspoon of onion juice and 
pour over all. Bake in a hot oven 
for about 25 minutes. 


_ Stuffed Onions. 

Five large mild onions. 

Three tablespoons butter or other 
fat. 

One-half cup chopped celery. 

Two tablespoons chopped parsley. 

Two cups bread. crumbs. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Skin the onions, cut in half cross- 
wise, simmer in salted water until 
almost tender, and drain. Remove 
the centers without disturbing the 
outer layers and chop fine. Melt 
two tablespoons of the fat in a skil- 


let, add the chopped onion, celery, | 


parsiey and cook for a few min- 
utes. Push the vegetables to one 
side, melt ‘the remaining fat and 
add to it the bread crumbs, salt and 
pepper, then combine with the veg- 
etables. Fill the onion shells with 
the stuffing, cover, and bake in a 
moderate oven for about 30 min- 
utes, or until the onions are ténder. 
Remove the cover from the baking 
dish during the last of the cooking 
so the onions will brown on top. 
Piquant Fish. 

Two cups cooked or canned fish, 
flaked. 

One cup white sauce. 

Two egg yolks. 

Two hard-cooked eggs, sliced. 

Juice of small onion. 

Salt and pepper. 

One cup chopped sour cutusatior 
pickles. 

One-half cup dry bread ¢runibs. 

One teaspoon minced parsley.

Add pickles and eggs to 
fish, stir in the white sauce mix- 
ture, transfer to a greased baking 
dish, cover with crumbs mixed with 
butter and bake 12 minutes in a 
hot oven.

Mix ingredients, chill well and 
serve in chilled glasses. Six por- 
tions. 

Crabmeat Salad. 

Soak together for about five min- 
utes one level tablespoonful gelatin, 
one-fourth.cup cold water. 

Dissolve softened gelatin over 
boiling water and add to: 

Three-fourths cup —— 

One cup crabmeat 

One-half cup celery, endpped fine 

One-half green pepper, finely 
chopped 

Two tablespoonfuls chopped olives 

One-half teaspoon salt 
',QOne-fourth teaspoon paprika 

Two teaspoonfuls vinegar 

“Turn into individual molds that 
have been rinsed in cold water and 
chill. Remove from molds to lettuce 
and garnish with slices of green 
pepper. 

Crabmeat Molds. 

Two teaspoons gelatin. 

One and one-half cups boiling 
water: 

One and one-half tablespoons 
vinegar. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

Dash of paprika. 

Ten soda crackers. 

One-half cup mayonnaise. 

One cup crabmeat, flaked. 

-One teaspoon minced onion. 

Two tablespoons minced pimento. 

One cup finely chopped celery. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water, 
add vinegar, lemon juice, salt, pap- 
rika and crumbled crackers. When 
mixture thickens slightly, add  re- 
mainder of ingredients and fill into 
individual molds. Chill until firm. 
Unmold on bed of shredded lettuce 
and garnish with lemon slices. 
Makes six molds. 


FRUIT PUNCH 


Four cups sugar, three cups .wa- 


ter, two dozen lemons, one dozen_ 


oranges, two quarts crushed fresh 
strawberries, two quarts freshly 
made strong tea, one-half teaspoon 


.| salt, one quart ginger ale or Car- 


bonated water. 

Boil sugar and water together, to 
make a heavy syrup, and cool. 
Scrub oranges and lemons and 
squeeze out juice. Barely cover the 
fruit skins with water, let stand 
for an hour or longer, pour off the 
water and add to fruit juice. Add 
other fruits, syrup and tea. Just 
before serving, 
ginger ale or carbonated water and 
if the punch is too strong, ice wa- 
ter in small quantities until punch 
is the flavor desired. 


ORANGE JELLY CUSTARD 


Soak together for about five min- 
utes: 

1 level tablespoonful gelatine. 

% cup cold water. 

Add: 

1 cup boiling water. 

% cup sugar. 

Stir mixture slowly into 

4 egg golks, beaten slightly. 

Cook over; boiling water until of 
custard consistency. Remove from 
fire and add: 

1 cup orange juice. 

2 tablespoonfuls lemon juice. 

%@ teaspoonful salt. 

% teaspoonful grated orange rind 

Pour into individual molds that 
have been rinsed in cold water. 
Chill. Serve with sponge cake or 
topped with whipped créam. 


PINEAPPLE DELIGHT 


One and one-half cups cream. 

One-half cup piéces pineapple cut 
small. 

Twelve mashmallows, cut small. 

One-fourth cup nut meats, 
chopped. 

Crumbled vanilla wafers. 

Beat cream and fold in pineapple, 
nut meats and 
enough vanilla wafers to give body 
to mixture. Put mixture into six 
individual sherbert glasses and 
sprinkle with ground nuts. 


Fruit Peel Useful. 

Save orange and lemon rinds and 
use them for flavoring. The peel 
may be grated, using just the yel- 
low part, as it contains the flavor- 
ing elements, or the yellow peel 
may be ground. Mix grated or 
ground peels with an equal amount 
of sugar ani store in a closely cov-

Fresh Fruits Will Also Serve in 
Same Important 
Capacity. 


There are many reasons for eat- 
ing plenty of vegetables and fruits. 
At this, the growing season, the 

t season to many no doubt, is 
itheir tempting quality. But we use 
vegetables and fruits also as 
sources of minerals and vitamins, 
needed to balance the carbohy- 
drates and proteins and fats we 
consur in the bread and cereals 
and meats that make up the main 
part of the ordinary bill of fare. 
There is still another point to con- 
sider in meal-planning, we are re- 
m’nded by the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. S. Department 
« Agriculture. It is a point to 
have in mind especially for an 
ecnomy diet, which necessarily 
contains a high proportion of cer 
eal foods. 

Some foods are acid-forming, 
some are alkaline-forming, some 
are neutral. The tissues and fluids 
of th- normal body are slightly 
alkaline, and should be kept so. 
Too much acid-forming food in 
proportion to the alkaline food we 
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use has a tendency to upset the 
normally alkaline condition in the 


1 body. Too much alkaline food is a 


mistake the other way round. To 
maintain the right condition, how- 
ever, it is important to know which 
foods are which. 

Otherwise, we are almost certain 
to be misled as to acid-forming 
foods. They are not the acid-tast- 
ing foods asa rule. The actual 
acidity or alkalinity of food before 
it is taken into the body has noth- 
ing to do with the case. Such acid 
foods as tomatoes, ranges and 
lemons are not acid-forming but on 
the contrary produce an alkaline 
reaction in the body. This is true 
of nearly all the fruits and vegeta- 
bles. In the list of exceptions are 
cranberries, some prunes and some 
types of plums among the fruits, 
and peanuts and lentils among the 
vegetables. But not many others. 


Two Kinds of Food. 

Foods thut are not acid-forming 
are either neutral or they are alka- 
line-forming. Under normal condi- 
tions pure fats, like lard, and pure 
catbohydrates, such as highly re- 
fined sugar, are neutral in their 
reaction. Bread and cereals, meat, 
fish, poultry and eggs are ,acid- 
forming. 

Here, then, is the point: You 
should have enough alkaline-form- 
ing foods to balance your acid- 
forming foods, and, at the same 
time, enough kinds of food to fur- 
nish the carbohydrates, fats, pro- 
teins, minerals and vitamins you 
need to provide a balanced diet in 
the usual sense. 

That works out more simply than 
it sounds. Milk, the vegetables and 
the fruits which are our main 
source of minerals and vitamins 
are nearly all alkaline in their re- 
action in the body. On the other 
hand, it is the acid-forming foods 
—bread and cereals, meats, fish, 
poultry and eggs—that are the 
main sources of carbohydrates and 
proteins. For both of these rea- 
sons, the acid-forming foods should 
be’balanced by milk, vegetables and 
fruits. 

For convenience of the home- 
maker, here are lists of some of 
the common and least expéhsive 
foods in the two classes—alkaline 
and acid-forming. 

Alkaline-Forming Foods. 

Apples, apricots, beans, common 
or kidney; beans, snap, string or 
lyna; beets, cabbage, carrots, cauli- 
flower, chard, cucumbers, grapes, 
lemons, lettuce, milk, muskmelon, 
oranges, parsnips, peaches, pears, 
peas, pineapple, potatoes, radishes, 
raisins, rutabagas, spinach, sweet 
potatoes, tomatoes, turnips, water- 


‘melon. 


Acid-Forming Foods. 
Bread, white and whole wheat; 
cheese, cheddar; corn, sweet; corn 
meal, crackers, cranberries, eggs,

SHANGHAI, May 26.—Despite 
strict censorship and official de- 
nials due to fear of the Chinese re. 
action, there appeared no doubt to- 
day that a provisional Chinese-Jap- 


anese truce was signed at Miyun 
last night. 

The terms were brief, providing 
only for the cessation of hostilities 
and fixing of a line to which Ch- 
nes? forces are to withdraw, leav- 
ing details to be arranged at for 
mal armistice negotiations later. 

The Chinese and Japanese com- 
manders were believed to | have 
reached an understanding on the 
following points: 

The Chinese forces will withdraw 
to the agreed line. 

Until a formal agreement is 
signed, China will undertake not to 
send troops into the area bounded 
by the Great Wall on the north, 
the Peiping-Mukden Railway on the 
East and the Peiping-Suiyuan Rail- 
way on the west. 

Chinese volunteer corps in the 
area will be dissolved and no longer 
encouraged or supported by the 
Chinese authorities. 

China will undertake to exercise 
strict control against an anti-Jap- 
anese movement in the area, and 
also in Peiping, Tientsin and else- 
where in North China. 

Japanese troops will withdrew to 
the Great Wall when convinced that 
China has sincerely complied with 
these terms. 


Tokio Says “Formal Promise” Ini- 
tiating Truce Has Been Given.

TOKIO, May 26.—The Japanese 
foreign office said today that a 
“formal promise” initiating a pre- 
liminary truce in North China had 
been given, based on a cessation of 
Chinese “provocations.” 

The agreement was reached yes- 
terday, it was said, at Hwaiju, 30 
miles north of Peiping, not far 
from Miyun, where a previous for- 
eign office statement had said the 
truce would be arranged. 

The Japanese said they would at- 
tempt to prevent publication of the 
truce in China in an effort to al- 
low Chinese military leaders to 
“save their face” with their coun- 
trymen. 

Instructions were sent to Jap- 
anese representatives abroad to 
tell other governments of the ac- 
tion, and newspaper correspond- 
ents were allowed to send out the 
information. 

A formal armistice will be signed

Secertary of State Hull, a life- 
long advocate of low tariffs, has 
taken a less gloomy view in gen- 
eral, but has told newspaper men 
it must be determined forthwith 
whether tariff moderation shall be 
the objective or whether the goal 
will be finally abandoned and ev- 
ery nation turn back on a policy of 
“commercial isolation.”

PLAN FOR REDUCING SPREAD 
OF RELIEF JOBS IN MISSOURI 


Governor and Aid Commission 
Agree to. Encourage Public 
Works Instead. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 26. — 
An effort to reduce the spread of 
relief work in Missouri and en- 
courage public works under the 
pending national industrial recov- 
ery act, was agreed on at a meet- 
ing here last night of the Mis- 
souri Relief and Reconstruction 
Commission with Gov. Park. 
“An over amount of extension of 
Federal aid for direct relief is de- 
moralizing to our citizenship,” Prof. 
Walter Burr, director of the com- 
mission said. “The goal is to offer 
work at reasonable wages as rap- 
idly as public works can be started. 
“The commission and the Govern- 
or expressed themselves as heartily 
in accord with the policies of the 
administration at Washington, and 
eager to aid in the application of 
those policies in Missouri. Chief 
among these policies is to place as 
large a responsibility as possible on 
State, counties and municipalities, 
making the governmental relation 
in relief administration a truly co- 

operative one.” 

Burr will go to Washington next 
week to confer with Federal of- 
ficials on the status of relief work 
in Missouri, and ascertain what 
share this State will receive under 
the recovery act. The relief direct- 
or said period consideration will be 
given communities that avail 
themselves of employment oppor- 
tunities through using avaijable 
borrowing power for public works. 


Chicago Budget Cut $2,490,000. 

CHICAGO, May 26.—A city bud- 
get providing a $2,490,000 reduction 
in expenses for 1933 had the approv- 
al of the City Council’s Finance 
Committee today.

gy 

Interprets Roosevelt Policy. 
What the United States Govern- 
ment and President Roosevelt were 
doing now, Sir John declared, was 
to make an effort to co-operate “in 
a piece of world work, and to aban- 
don.a tradition which the Ameri- 
can people have most jealously 
guarded, while, of course, circum- 
scribing most strictly and clearly 
the limits within which they unde:- 
took.to go.” 

This seemed to him, he declared, 
to make a fundamental change in 
prospect in American influence be- 
ing effectively exerted “if unhap- 
pily hereafter we are faced with a 
conflict where one. side is judgea 
by the American people, in com- 
mon with ourselves, to be a party 
which should be discouraged, ana 
as far as possible put under pres- 
sure which neutrals might exert.” 

Sir John said it could be con- 
tended that real progress was be- 
ing made at Geneva but at the 
same time that there were “ex- 
tremely disturbing signals about.” 
The Foreign Secretary informed 
the House that Britain intended to 
assume no new continental oer 
tions. “Speaking of the co 
ments of Britain under the League 
of Nations covenant and the Locar- 
no pacts, he declared: 

“These obligations we shall strive 
to perform, but our friends on the 
continent well understand, and it 
cannot be too clearly understood, 
that it is no part of the policy of 
Britain to assume fresh and ad- 
ditional obligations.” 

Five-Point Arms Policy. 

He enunciated a five-point British 
disarmament policy: 

Cordial response to President 
Roosevelt’s peace message. 

Because of immense arms re- 
ductions already made, Britain 
cannot go further without a gen- 
eral agreement. 

Britain recognizes the validity 
of the concern which lies behind 
demands of certain states for 
security. 

Britain is ready, with the 
United States, to join in world 
consultation to promote security. 

Britain considers restoration 
of confidence and elimination: of 
rivalry and suspicion to be a 
necessary condition for effective 
disarmament. 

Qualified Praise of Hitler. 

He praised the “statesmanlike 
and moderate terms” of Chancellor 
Hitler's declaration last week be- 
fore the Reichstag, but “it would be 
foolish not to recognize that in 
these matters, words are not the 
same things as deeds,” he added, 
declaring that he attached quite as 
much importance to the German 
Government’s withdrawal of 
amendments to the British disarm- 
ament plan, “which would have had 
a shattering effect on the prospects 
of a disarmament convention.” 

He concluded that it would be 
foolish to harbor the hope that the 
arms conference was on the eve of 
some definite and final agreement,

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SAFETY GLASS. 

An instance of how government may exercise a le- 
gitimate function by taking a hand in business in 
the interest of public safety is the law recently enact- 
ed in New York State, making compulsory the use 
of non-shatterable glass in motor vehicles. The mea: 
sure, which does not apply to cars now in use, re 
quif@S that all public vehicles, such as taxicabs and 
busses, manhufdctured after next Jan. 1, and all pri- 
vate cars made after Jan. 1, 1935, shall be denied reg- 
istration if not equipped with safety glass in doors, 
windows and windshields, ; — 

Broken glass is a cruel hazard that accounts for a 
large share of the injuries and fatalities in highway 
accidents. It is estimated that about 45 per cent 
of auto accident victims are cut by glass, and that 


under the present arrangement, the testimony is heard 
in the Senate, every word of it goes into the Congres- 
sional Record at a charge of $55 a page to the tax- 
payers. — 

More important than either of these financial con- 
siderations, however, is the saving in time which 
would result. The Louderback trial occupied nearly 
two weeks of the Senate’s time during an exceeding- 
ly busy period., Very few Senators gave it close at- 
tention. Frequently the chamber was all but deserted, 
so far as the members of the jury were concerned. 
In the end, Senators who give themselves to other 
tasks during an impeachment trial rely more or less 
on the judgment of the managers and the few who 
have followed the testimony. 

The plan of Senator Ashurst would, in effect, only 
recognize this officially. At the same time, it would 
save the Federal Government an estimated $50,000 
per impeachment trial and free the Senate from the 
present cumbersome procedure.

Lyrics of Famous War Songz, 
Succumbs at 94.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, May 26.— 
Maj. Samuel H. M. Byers, 94 years 
old, author of the song, “Sherman's 
March to the Sea,” died of pneu- 
monia late Wednesday at the home 

relatives. 

Maj. Byers, a native of Pulaski, 
Pa., was the last surviving member 
of Gen. Sherman's staff. After his 
apture and imprisonment in Co- 
umbia, S. C. Byers wrote the 
words of the marching song, popu- 
arly known as “Marching Through 
Georgia.” A copy was smuggled 
through the Confederate lines and 
set to music by J. O. Rockwell. 

Two years after the Civil War, 
Byers was sent as Consul to Swit- 
srland, serving until 1884; when he 
was made Consul-General to Italy. 

He wrote the “Song of Iowa,” 
later officially adopted by that 
State. His last book of poems, “In 
Arcadia,” was published when he 
was 91 years old. Others of his 
writings were “With Fire and 
Sword,” a history of the Civil War, 
‘Twenty Years in Europe,” and 
‘Pony Express.”

BARTHOLOMEW URGES PLANNED 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE COUNTY 


In Addreas at Clayton Cites Figures 
on Unequal Distribution of 
the Population. 

The need for careful planning of 
the physical development of St. 
Louis County was discussed by 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the City Plan Commission, before 
the Rotary and Lions’ clubs of Clay- 
ton. yesterday. On the basis of na- 
tional statistics, he estimated the 
maximum population of the county 

at 820,000 in 1960. 

St. Louis, he related, had a popu- 
lation density of 13,200 persons to 
the square mile now and at this 
rate, the county could accommodate 
6,650,000 inhabitants. “No such 
population can ever be hoped for,” 
he went on, “yet for want of a 
definite plan the county is besias 
built upon a 6,650,000 population 
basis through the usual methods of 
sporadic laissez faire developm=-nt.” 
Already, he said, population density 
is 8167 persons to the square mile 
in Maplewood and 6164°%n Univer- 
sity City; in the old Delmar Gar- 
den section of University City apart- 
ment houses are populated at the 
rate of 58,000 persons to the square 
mile. 

“Obviously,” he concluded, “this 
is an excessive density. It repre- 
sents a maldistribution of popula- 
tion for which there is no sound, 
social or economic reason. There 
is a limit upon the area of ur- 
banization unless the county popu- 
lation is to be spread out so as to 
produce unsound social and eco 
nomic standards. There is ample 
room for all population which may 
be expected in the county, @ut if 
the increased population is limited, 
as it appears to be, we cannot af- 
ford to let it scatter indiscrim- 
inately, without regard for ulti- 
mate costs and withou decent 
social standards.” |

Cancellation of Gold Clause 
May Simplify Debts, but 
Think of Other Effects, 
He Urges.

BY STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 27.— 


prof. Gustav Cassel, economist and 
member of the Swedish Monetary 
Committee, said today that the 
Steagall resolution in the United 
States definitely attacks and en- 
dangers the sanctity of all con- 
tracts. 

The resolution, providing for abo- 
lition of the gold payment clause 
n all obligations, intensifies the 
esirability of a clear definition of 
American monetary policy, Prof. 
Cassel declared. 

“The proposal may simplify pay- 
ment of war debts,” he said, “but 
the possible effect on the security 
of private property in the world in 
general must not be overlooked. 
“An international agreement on 
this point must be forthcoming im- 
mediately. President Roosevelt 
now has sufficient power and a 
supporting public opinion to define 

monetary policy without difficul- 
ty, and it is important that he do 
so to facilitate international ac- 
cord.” 

Sweden’s ne, monetary policy, a 
committee report on which is ex- 
pected over the week-end, will seek 
some increase in prices, it is gener- 
ally believed, and will anticipate a 
rise in the world price level before 
long. 

The Legislature now is. consider- 
ing a proposal! to give the Riksbank 
the right to issue currency to n 
amount double the gold supply plus 
350,000,000 kroner. The present 
limit is double the gold supply plus 
250,000,000 kroner.

Press Figures Britain Would Save 
Millions on Its Debt to U. S. 

LONDON, May 27.—Newspapers 
ublished predictions yesterday 
that Great Britain would save 
around 3,000,000 pounds, about in its 
June installment of the war debt 
if the American Congress passes 
the resolution abrogating the gold 
clause in contracts. 

The News Chronicle figures a 
saving of 3,500,000 pounds (about 
$14,000,000), and the Daily Mal, 
2,500,000 pounds, on the basis of the 
difference in payment in. gold dol- 
ars and paper dollars. 

Cables recording the introduction 
of the resolution in Congress with 
speculations as to its meaning for 
Great Brita'n and the effect in the 
United States were published prom- 
inently on front pages. 

Brief explanatory notes were ap- 
pended to the cable reports calling 
attention to the effect on the Brit- 
ish war debt and implying that the 
Proposal was welcomed here. Aside 
from these there were no com- 
ments, apparently due to the. late- 
hess of receipt of the news. 


Proposal Affects Hundred Billions| 


of Obligations. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—The New 
York Times says obligations out- 
standing in this country in the: 
amount of $100,000,000,000 are, it 
is estimated, affected by the resolu- 
tion introduced *in Congress abro- 
gating the gold clause in contracts. 

The largest item of indebtedness. 
subject to the gold clause is the 
$22,000,000,000 debt of the United 
States Government, the newspaper 
Says, while estimated totals in 
other fields are: State and muni- 
cipal, $14,000,000,000; railroads, $11,- 

000,000; other domestic corpo 
rations, $34,000,000,000; foreign 
dollar” bonds, $10,000,000,000. 

Other contracts, the Times says, 
would bring the total above the 100 
billion dollar mark. ,
